Claim Objections

correction is required. 



Claims 6-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 6-10 have not been further treated on the merits.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 have been allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches a hearing device with a behind-the-ear microphone arrangement 
that has at least one microphone, an electrical/mechanical output converter, a further microphone 
and a beam former unit having at least two inputs and an output, as specifically claimed in claim 
1, wherein the beam former unit and the one and further microphones have a transfer 
characteristic of acoustic signals impinging on the microphones to an electric signal at the output 
of the beam former unit, wherein the amplification of the acoustic signals is dependent on 
direction with which the acoustic signals impinge on the microphones and on frequency of the 
acoustic signals, and wherein the transfer characteristic has the features of a substantially 
constant amplification independence of the direction of impinging at the frequency of 1 kHz, and 
for the direction being 45 degrees, a larger amplification than for the direction being 135 degrees 
at the frequency of 5 kHz.
